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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Greenfield  saw  continued  growth  during  1988.  With  18  new  homes / 
a  new  four  apartment  complex  by  the  Gibbons  Brothers  on  Slip  Road 
and  many  additions  and  renovations/  we  can  expect  an  additional 
$1/500.000  in  our  tax  assessment  for  1989.  The  increase  in  our 
1988  tax  base  was  $1/649/390-  bringing  our  total  assessment  for 
land  and  property  to  date  to  $26/755,542. 

Charles  Burrage,  of  Slip  Road/  was  elected  to  a  three  year  term  as 
Selectmen . 

On  the  warrant  for  your  consideration  this  year  will  be  a  new  rescue 
truck  for  the  Fire  Department/  a  new  recycling  truck  and  substantial 
renovations  to  the  Town  Meeting  House. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  many  people  who  volunteer  numerous  hours  to  the  Town  on  the  Rescue 
Squad/  Budget  Committee/  Fire  Department/  Planning  Board/  Board  of 
Adjustment/  Fairgrounds  Committee/  Conservation  Committee/  Recreation 
Committee/  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  and  Library  Trustees.  And  of 
course/  a  thank  you  to  all  our  elected  and  appointed  officials.

Town  Journal 


1988  will  long  be  remembered  as  the  year  of  the  political 
candidate.  Names  like  Dole,  Bush,  Kemp,  Dukakis,  Simon  and  Gephardt 
were  bandied  about  as  possible  frontrunners-  '^^^   ^i^e  President  and 
the  Governor  of  Massachusetts  would  win  the  New  Hampshire  primary  and 
later  represent  their  respective  parties  in  the  November  election. 

The  Greenfield  Historical  Society  offered  a  glimpse  of  the  town's 
past  history  by  sponsoring  an  ice  cutting  demonstration  at  Camp  Union. 
In  the  early  1900 's,  Greenfield  played  a  prominent  role  in  the  shipping 
of  ice  to  Boston  due  to  its  three  major  lakes  and  close  proximity  to 
the  railroad.  This  industry  was  phased  out  as  the  invention  of  elec- 
tric refrigeration  came  into  being. 

The  annual  town  meeting  was  completed  in  record  time.  Adoption 
of  a  real  estate  tax  lien;  monies  to  purchase  a  new  fire  truck  tanker 
and  elimination  of  the  resident  tax  were  passed;  while  the  purchase  of 
a  new  road  grader  and  sodium  lights  were  handily  defeated. 

Fiftieth  wedding  anniversaries  were  celebrated  by  Chet  and  Louise 
Russell  and  Gardner  and  Edna  Glover.  An  even  more  impressive  mile- 
stone goes  to  Florence  and  Jarvis  Adams  who  celebrated  their  sixtieth 
wedding  anniversary  on  August  18th. 

There  was  lots  of  activity  in  June.  Our  own  Judd  Gregg  annoionced 
his  candicacy  for  governor.  The  Outstanding  Citizen  Award  was  given 
to  Jerry  Adams  for  his  many  hours  he  donates  to  Greenfield. 

The  long,  hot  (and  humid!)  summer  of  '88  took  its  toll  as  resi- 
dents sought  relief  at  area  beaches.  The  weather  service  recorded 
temperatures  of  over  90  for  twenty- four  consecutive  days. 

The  Meeting  House  was  given  a  facelift  with  paint  and  floor 
sanding.  Handsome  raised  panel  shutters  made  by  David  Voorhis  were 
generously  donated  by  Katrina  Jenkins  in  memory  of  her  husband,  John. 
With  the  Bicentennial  Committee  meeting  and  planning  events  for  the 
town's  200th  birthday,  our  Meeting  House  will  most  definitely  be  a 
shining  star. 

Oak  Park  Festival  days  were  held  once  again  as  co-chairmen  Kerry 
Smith  ,  Mike  Sparling  and  committee  members  worked  hard  for  its 
success.  Parades,  road  races,  antique  tractors  and  pie  baking  contests 
were  reminiscent  of  fairs  long  ago.  A  delicious  chicken  barbecue  was 
served  up  followed  by  a  concert  given  by  the  Amherst  Town  Band. 

As  the  summer  began  to  wind  down,  the  fall  political  climate 
heated  up.  Congressman  Judd  Gregg  would  square  off  against  Portsmouth 
Attorney,  Paul  McEachern,  for  the  gubernatorial  race.  On  the  national 
level,  Mike  Dukakis  and  George  Bush  fought  bitterly  down  to  the  wire 
on  election  day. 

Locally,  the  school  had  new  equipment  installed  than]cs  to  Sue 
Morash  who  was  the  catalyst  in  organizing  a  parents  group  who  raised 
money  for  the  playground.  Also  Carolyn  Woodbury  was  once  again  hard 
at  work  looking  into  the  possibility  of  constructing  a  community 
building  at  Oak  Park  Fairgrounds.  This  project  may  be  eligible  for 


$30,000.  in  state  matching  funds  from  the  Land's  Conservation  Fund. 
If  the  state  approves  the  application,  Greenfield  residents  would  need 
to  appropriate  monies  at  Town  Meeting  in  March  to  pay  the  town's  share 
of  the  cost.  The  building  is  part  of  an  ongoing  plan  to  improve  the 
Oak  Park  Fairgrounds. 

The  Women's  Club  Harvest  Fair  come  off  without  a  hitch.  Baked 
goods,  handcrafted  items,  Aunt  Betsy's  truck  and  the  tempting  aroma 
of  Wallyburgers  from  the  kitchen  contributed  to  the  fair's  success. 
The  weather  cooperated  admirably  while  the  men  sold  their  produce 
outside  for  the  Farmers  Market. 

In  November  we  all  watched  election  returns  as  an  exhilarated 
Judd  Gregg,  with  Kathy  at  his  side,  thanked  his  supporters  for  making 
him  the  Governor-Elect.  While  in  Texas  George  Bush,  looking  tired 
but  elated,  closed  his  victory  speech  for  the  Presidency  with  the 
words,  "Thank  you  New  Hampshire"! 

In  December,  with  the  Christmas  season  upon  us,  the  tree  was  lit 
and  somehow  it  seemed  a  little  bit  taller  and  more  majestic  than 
before.  To  all  it  seemed  a  symbol  of  hope  for  a  brighter  tomorrow.

Zoning  Ordinance  Amendments 

AMENDMENT  NO.  1 

In  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  amend  SECTIC»I  III/  DISTRICTS/  by 
changing  paragraph  B  to  read: 

B.  BUSINESS  DISTRICT  BOUNDRIES 

The  Business  District  as  defined  in  SECTIC»I  III  A  shall  be 
bounded  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  the  railroad  crossing  on  Forest  Road;  thence  to 
a  point  400  feet  due  north  of  the  crossing;  thence  easterly  on 
a  line  400  feet  north  of  Forest  Road  to  a  point  400  feet  west 
of  Bennington  Road;  thence  northerly  cuid  400  feet  west  of  the 
Bennington  Road  to  a  point  due  west  of  the  juncture  of  Benning- 
ton Road  cind  the  northern  boundry  line  of  the  W.  Fox  property; 
thence  due  eeust  to  a  point  400  feet  east  of  the  Bennington 
Road;  thence  southerly  and  400  feet  east  of  the  Bennington  Road 
to  the  south  side  of  Forest  Road;  thence  along  the  south  side 
of  Forest  Road  to  the  northeast  corner  of  the  Library  property; 
thence  to  a  point  on  the  southern  boundry  of  the  Mangini 
property  that  is  400  feet  east  of  Slip  Road;  thence  southerly 
on  a  line  400  feet  ecist  of  Slip  Road  to  the  railroad  right  of 
way;  thence  northerly  cuid  westerly  along  the  east  and  north 
boundries  of  the  railroad  right  of  way  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

AMENDMENT  NO.  2 

In  the  zoning  Ordinance,  amend  SECTION  III/  DISTRICTS,  by  changing 
paragraph  D  to  read: 

D.   VILLAGE  DISTRICT  BOUNDRIES 

The  Village  District  as  defined  in  SECTION  III  C  shall  be  bounded 
as  follows: 


Beginning  at  a  point  400  feet  due  north  of  the  railroad  cross- 
ing on  Forest  Road;  thence  northerly  to  a  point  on  the  Benning- 
ton Road  opposite  the  juncture  with  the  road  leading  to  the 
Crotched  Mountain  Rehabilitation  Center;  thence  easterly  to  the 
juncture  of  the  Francestown  and  Pine  Ridge  roads;  thence  for 
400  feet  easterly , along  Pine  Ridge  Road;  thence  southerly 
to  a  point  400  feef  north  of  East  Road  and  400  feet  east  of 
Forest  Road;  thence  southwesterly  to  the  southern  most  point 
of  the  Business  District;  thence  along  the  eastern  and 
northern  boundaries  of  the  Business  District  to  the  point  of 
beginning.  Also  included  in  this  district:  all  land  included 
within  400  feet  of  the  high  water  mark  around  Otter,  Sunset 
and  Zephyr  Lakes. 

AMENDMENT  NO.  3 

Amend  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Regulation  by  deleting 
paragraph  e  Section  2  and  replacing  it  with  the  following: 

e.  Those  proposed  replacements  of  existing  septic  systems 
that  cannot  meet  the  current  requirements  of  this 
regulation  may  be  appealed  to  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment  for  a  request  for  a  variance  or  a  special 
exception.

205  votes,  David  Hedstrom  had  217  votes,  therefore  Geoffrey  M.  Aldrich 
and  David  Hedstrom  elected  for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT  -  (Vote  for  two)   all  write  ins,  Kathleen  Gregg  had 
32  write  in  votes  (26  other  individual  write  ins) 
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SUPERVISOR  OF  THE  CHECKLIST  FOR  FIVE  YEARS  -  Thomas  P.  Mullins  had  240 
votes,  therefore  elected  for  the  ensuing  five  years. 

SUPERVISOR  OF  THE  CHECKLIST  FOR  SIX  YEARS  -  Sharon  Dyer  had  246  votes, 
therefore  elected  for  the  ensuing  six  years. 

TOWN  AUDITOR  FOR  ONE  YEAR  -  (Vote  for  two)  14  write  ins. 

SCHOOL  MODERATOR  FOR  ONE  YEAR  -  Harvey  Chandler  had  234  votes. 

SCHOOL  BOARD  MEMBER  FOR  THREE  YEARS  -  (Vote  for  one)  Elizabeth  Bergmann 
had  77  votes  and  Roger  W.  Phelps  had  192  votes. 

Proposed  amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  voted  on,  results  below: 

No.  1  -  To  define  the  term  "family"  as  any  number  of  persons  related  by 
blood  or  marriage,  or  not  more  than  four  person  not  related  by  blood  or 
marriage. 

YES  -  205  votes    NO  -  63  votes 

No.  2  -  To  define  the  term  "dwelling  unit"  as  a  room  or  rooms  connected 
together,  constituting  a  separate  housekeeping  establishment. 
YES  -  214  votes    NO  -  51  votes 

No.  3  -  To  increase  the  maximum  penalty  for  violation  of  the  ordinance 
to  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  per  day. 
YES  -  188  votes    NO  -  76  votes 

No.  4  -  To  clarify  the  procedure  for  amending  the  ordinance  to  be  con- 
sistent with  New  Hampshire  State  Law. 

YES  -  229  votes    NO  -  31  votes 

No.  5  -  To  allow  the  creation  of  "backlots"  (lots  with  less  than  the 
required  frontage)  under  certain  circumstances. 

YES  -  182  votes    NO  -  87  votes 

No.  6  -  To  exempt  the  repair  of  replacement  of  "in  kind"  systems  from  the 
regulation  providing  certain  conditions  are  met. 

YES  -  189  votes    NO  -  73  votes 

Meeting  adjourned  at  7  p.m.  to  reopen  Friday  night,  March  11,  1988  for 
Town  Meeting  when  Article  II  and  remaining  articles  of  the  warrant  will 
be  voted  on. 
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Meeting  reopened  at  7:10  p.m.  with  Moderator,  Peter  Hopkins  reading  the 
State  of  the  Ballot,  before  preceeding  with  the  meeting  he  instructed 
the  assembly  on  procedure  to  be  followed  during  the  meeting  as  follows: 
There  will  be  no  smoking  in  the  Hall,  anyone  wishing  to  smoke  please 
step  into  the  vestibule  or  outside  the  building;  anyone  wishing  to  speak 
on  an  article  please  rise,  address  the  chair  and  identify  self;  wait  for 
a  second  time  to  speak  on  an  issue  until  all  others  who  wish  have  had  a 
chance;  please  do  not  pass  over  an  article  without  waiting  for  a  motion. 
There  are  a  number  of  articles  requiring  paper  ballots  be  used,  we  ask 
that  assembly  walk  down  in  orderly  manner  to  collect  ballot  for  vote 
from  the  Supervisors  of  the  Checklist. 

Gardiner  Glover  expressed  his  pleasure  at  being  honored  in  the  Town 
Report  for  his  34  years  as  custodian  and  serving  as  Ballot  Inspector  for 
44  years.   Sharon  Gordon,  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen  presented  Gardiner 
with  a  plaque  in  recognition  of  his  long  service  to  the  Town. 

Further  instructing  the  assembly  the  Moderator  stated  that  the  articles 
would  appear  as  printed  unless  otherwise  voted.   Also  that  when  offering 
an  amendment  to  an  article,  please  bring  written  amendment  to  Clerk  so 
that  wording  can  be  reported  correctly.   Meeting  continued  with  reading 
of  warrant  and  voting  as  follows: 

Article  2  -  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  hear  the  reports  of  agents, 
auditors,  standing  committees,  or  other  officers  heretofore  chosen  and 
to  pass  any  vote  relative  thereto.   Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  3  -  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  see  how  the  Town  will  vote  on 
the  following  question:   "Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  80:58-86 
for  a  real  estate  tax  lien  procedure?   These  statues  provide  that  tax 
sales  to  private  individuals  for  nonpayment  of  property  taxes  on  real 
estate  are  replaced  with  a  real  estate  tax  lien  procedure  under  which 
only  a  municipality  or  county  where  the  property  is  located  or  the  state 
may  acquire  a  tax  lien  against  land  and  buildings  for  unpaid  taxes."  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto.   (Requires  a  paper  ballot)   Robert 
Geisel,  Tax  Collector  explained  the  article  by  stating  that  presently 
system  allows  outside  individuals  to  pay  taxes  on  properties  that  are 
yet  unpaid  and  to  collect  the  18%  charged  after  tax  sale  ,  this  18%  is 
charged  on  the  whole  amount  until  entire  amount  is  paid.   By  passing 
this  article  outside  buyers  would  not  be  permitted  and  all  interests 
would  go  to  the  town,  also  the  interest  would  only  be  paid  on  partial 
amount  not  paid.   Asked  what  the  town  would  do  with  properties  acquired 
by  tax  lein,  answer,  anything  they  choose,  sale  or  otherwise.   Super- 
visors of  the  Checklist  counted  ballots.   Motion  passed  in  affirmative 
with  77  yes  and  3  no. 

Article  4  -  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  transfer  and  convey  property  acquired  by  the 
Town  by  tax  collector's  deed  by  public  auction  (or  advertised  sealed  bid) 
or  in  such  other  manner  as  determined  by  the  Selectmen  as  justice  may 
require,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.   Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  5  -  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  borrow  such  sums  as  are  necessary  to  defray  Town 
Charges  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
Vote  in  the  affirmative. 
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Article  6  -  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  without  further  action  by 
Town  Meeting,  money  from  the  State,  Federal,  or  other  governmental  unit, 
or  private  source  which  becomes  available  during  the  year,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto.   Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  7  -  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 

authorize  the  Selectment  to  accept  legacies  and  gifts  given  the  Town  in 

trust  or  otherwise  by  an  individual  or  group  of  individuals,  or  take  any 

action  relative  thereto.  Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  8  -  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One-Hundred  Five  Thousand  Dollars 
($105,000)  to  purchase  a  new  fire  truck  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of 
Eighteen-Thousand  Four  Hundred  Dollars  ($18,400)  from  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  created  for  that  purpose.   The  balance  of  Eighty-Six  Thousand  Six 
Hundred  Dollars  ($86,600)  to  come  from  the  issuing  of  Bonds  or  Notes 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA  33.1),  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto.   (Requires  a  2/3  paper  ballot  of  those 
present.)   Fire  Chief  Conway  addressed  the  article,  he  said  the  new 
truck  would  be  an  88  International  with  a  25  gallon  stainless  steel  tank 
with  a  15  year  guarantee.   Wayne  Gordon  stated  the  Budget  Committee  was 
100%  in  favor  of  the  article,  it  would  raise  the  taxes  $1.00  per  $1000 
evaluation  for  period  of  5  years.   Chairman  of  the  Truck  Committee, 
Sharon  Gordon  stated  they  had  studied  for  2  years  and  current  truck  is 
a  safety  hazard  with  a  lot  of  problems.   Board  of  Selectmen  are  firmly 
behind  this  article.   The  old  truck  would  be  sold.   Vote  in  the 
affirmative  by  paper  ballot  (yes  -90,  no  -A) 

Article  9  -  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Eighty  Thousand  Dollars  ($80,000)  to 
purchase  a  new  road  grader  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  Ten  Thousand 
Dollars  ($10,000)  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  for  that  purpose. 
The  balance  of  Seventy  Thousand  Dollars  ($70,000)  to  come  from  the 
issuing  of  Bonds  or  notes  under  the  provisions  of  Municipal  Finance  Act 
(RSA  33.1),  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.   (Requires  a  2/3  paper 
ballot  vote  of  those  present)   Bruce  Gagnon,  Superintendent  of  Public 
Works,  stated  that  the  present  grader  was  working  alright  at  present  but 
was  over  20  years  old  and  if  it  broke  down  it  would  need  to  be  replaced, 
since  repair  would  not  be  feasible.   Asked  about  Rental  purchasing,  it 
was  stated  this  would  be  $1,200  to  $1,300  per  month,  but  with  no  monies 
allocated  it  would  mean  switching  monies  set  aside  for  some  other  job 
which  would  have  to  be  postponed,  or  have  special  Town  Meeting  to  make 
decision.  Motion  defeated  by  (66-no, 37-yes)  paper  ballot  vote. 

Article  10  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Seven  Thousand  Two  Hundred  and  Thirty-Two 
Dollars  ($7,232)  for  the  replacement  of  32  (thirty-two)  street  lights 
to  a  high  pressure  sodium  type,  contingent  upon  the  receipt  of  the  15% 
of  the  cost  from  the  State  of  N.H.  Governor's  Energy  Grant  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto.   The  replacement  of  lights  would  save  the  Town 
approximately  $1,100  and  would  pay  for  themselves  in  six  or  seven  years. 
It  would  be  a  yellowish  color,  some  people  objected  to  having  this  yellow 
color,   it  would  change  the  image.   John  Buford  said  the  town  of  Wilton 
had  three  different  types  of  lights  and  one  was  the  high  sodium  and 
personnally  he  could  not  see  much  difference  between  them  and  the  mercury, 
the  incandescent  are  just  not  efficient.   Motion  was  defeated  by  a  show 
of  hands . 
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Article  11  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Nine  Thousand  Dollars  ($9,000)  for  the  re- 
placement of  the  heating  system  in  the  Highway  Garage  and  the  Fire 
Station  with  a  higher  efficiency  heating  system.   This  appropriation 
contingent  upon  the  receipt  of  50%  of  the  cost  through  a  State  of  N.H. 
Governor's  Energy  Grant  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.   Vote  in 
the  affirmative. 

Article  12  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Nine  Thousand  Dollars  ($9,000)  toward  the 
purchase  of  a  computer  system  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  One 
Thousand  Thirty-Five  Dollars  and  Eighty-Four  Cents  ($1,035.84)  plus 
accrued  interest  to  date  of  withdrawal,  from  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing 
Fund  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.   This  would  be  to  purchase 
the  basic  system,  with  software  for  accounting  of  Town  Office  and  Tax 
programs,  these  software  packages  would  cost  about  $3500.   After  some 
discussion  about  types  of  hardware  and  software  article  was  voted  in 
the  affirmative. 

Article  13  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  and  Forty-Two  Thousand  and  Nine 
Hundred  and  Ten  Dollars  ($142,910.00)  for  the  support  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.   Vote  in  the 
affirmative. 

Article  14  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Twelve  Thousand  Dollars  ($12,000)  to  be  used 
solely  in  sealing  approximately  three  (3)  miles  of  previously  tarred 
roads  in  the  Town,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.   Vote  in  the 
affirmative. 

Article  15  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Fifteen  Thousand  and  Seven  Hundred  Dollars 
($15,700)  for  the  support  of  the  Fire  Department  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto.   Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  16  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  create 
and  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  under  RSA  35  for  a  rescue  vehicle 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Four  Thousand  Four  Hundred  and 
Forty- Two  Dollars  and  Seventy-Five  Cents  ($4,442.75)  for  said  purpose 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.   Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  17  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
the  ownership  and  title  of  the  "Jaws  of  Life"  unit  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto.   It  was  not  bought  by  the  Town  but  for  insurance 
purposes  the  Town  must  own  it.   Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  18  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  act  as  the  franchising  authority  for  the  franchise  of  a 
cable  television  system  for  the  Town  pursuant  to  RSA  Chapter  53-C  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto.   This  is  in  the  event  the  opportunity 
arose,  there  would  be  a  public  hearing  before  a  system  was  agreed  on. 
This  would  not  cost  the  Town  anything  only  for  the  individual  who 
wanted  to  participate  in  program.   Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  19  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  vote  on  the  following  question:  "Shall 
we  adopt  the  provision  of  RSA  72:1  which  authorizes  any  town  or  city  to 
eliminate   to  assess,  levy,  and  collect  a  resident  tax?"   (Paper  Ballot) 
Vote  in  affirmative  by  vote  of  63  yes  and  25  no. 
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Article  20  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Forty  Thousand  Four  Hundred  and  Forty-Six 
Dollars  ($40,4A6)  for  the  support  of  the  Recycling  Center  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto.   Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  21  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Forty-Three  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  Fifty 
Dollars  ($43,750)  for  the  support  of  the  Police  Department  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto.   Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  22  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  Recreation  Committee  Nine  Thousand  Dollars  ($9,000) 
for  the  support  of  Recreation  programs:   One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred 
Dollars  ($1,800)  to  be  raised  through  taxes  and  Seven  Thousand  Two 
Hundred  ($7,200)  to  be  raised  through  fees  and  charges,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto.   (Submitted  by  Recreation  Committee).  Supported 
by  the  Budget  Committee.   Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  23  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
Twenty- Two  Thousand  and  Five  Hundred  and  Thirty  Dollars  ($22,530)  for 
the  Oak  Park  Project.   To  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  Eleven  Thousand 
Two  Hundred  and  Sixty-Five  Dollars  ($11,265)  from  the  Case  Reserve  Fund 
known  as  the  Otter  Lake  Fund,  for  the  purpose  of  parks  and  recreation 
equipment.

Noted  budget  up  about  $2,500  over 
last  year.   Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  26  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000)  to  be  set 
aside  into  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purchase  of  Department  of 
Public  Works  Equipment,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.   Vote  in 
the  affirmative.

Article  28  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Three  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Fifty 
Dollars  ($3,850)  to  have  the  Town  audited  by  a  'professional  auditing 
firm,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.  Vote  in  the  affirmative. 
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Article  29  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  direct  the 
Selectmen  to  appoint  a  committee  to  be  responsible  for  planning  and 
conducting  Greenfield's  1991  bicentennial  celebration,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto.   Jerry  Adams  speaking  for  the  Historical  Society  feels 
that  we  should  start  planning  now  for  it  is  only  3  years  away.   Vote  in 
the  affirmative.

Article  35  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  accept  private  donations  of  land,  interest  in  land  or  money 
to  be  deposited  into  the  Conservation  Fund  for  the  purposes  of 
contributing  to  the  local  matching  portion  required  for  acquiring 
conservation  land  or  interest  in  land  and  other  costs  associated  there- 
with for  permanent  conservation  use  under  the  N.H.  Land  Conservation 
Investment  program  (LCIP)  RSA  221-A,  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
apply  for  and  accept  the  State  matching  funds  under  the  LCIP  for  the 
purposes  of  acquisition  of  the  fee  or  lesser  interest  in  conservation 
land.

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Article  37  -  Moved  and  seconded  to  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  this  meeting  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
Gene  Mitchell  asked  that  everyone  remember  to  go  to  school  meeting  next 
Wednesday  evening.   Charles  Stevenson  on  behalf  of  the  Fire  Department 
announced  another  fund  raising  campaign  to  help  defray  the  cost  of  next 
rescue  truck  by  having  their  second  annual  yard  sale  same  day  of  Oak 
Park  festival.   Also  that  a  container  would  be  placed  at  the  Fire  Station 
to  collect  aluminum  cans.   Vote  in  the  affirmative.

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  various 
funds  and  account  groups  of  the  Town  of  Greenfield,  New 
Hampshire,  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1987,  and  have  issued 
our  report  dated  June  -3,  1987.  As  part  of  our  examination,  we 
made  a  study  and  evaluation  of  the  Town's  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  to  the  extent  we  considered  necessary  to 
evaluate  the  system  as  required  by  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards.  Under  these  standards,  the  purpose  of  such  an 
evaluation  is  to  establish  a  basis  for  reliance  on  the  system  of 
internal  accounting  control  in  determining  the  nature,  timing, 
and  extent  of  auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for 
expressing  an  opinion  on  the  financial  statements  and  to  assist 
us  in  planning  and  performing  our  examination  of  the  financial 
statements . 

The  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  is  an  important  responsibility  of  Town 
officials.  The  objective  of  internal  accounting  control  is  to 
provide  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  as  to  the 
safeguarding  of  assets  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or 
disposition  and  the  reliability  of  financial  records  for 
preparing  financial  statements  and  maintaining  accountability  for 
assets.  The  concept  of  reasonable  assurance  recognizes  that  the 
evaluation  of  these  factors  necessarily  requires  estimates  and 
judgments. 

There  are  inherent  limitations  that  should  be  recognized  in 
considering  the  potential  effectiveness  of  any  system  of  internal 
accounting  control.  In  the  performance  of  most  control 
procedures,  errors  can  result  from  misunderstanding  of 
instructions,  mistakes  of  judgment,  carelessness  or  other 
personal  factors.  Control  procedures  whose  effectiveness  depends 
upon  segregation  of  duties  can  be  circumvented  by  collusion. 
Similarly,  control  procedures  can  be  circumvented  intentionally 
with  respect  to  the  estimates  and  judgments  required  in  the 
preparation  of  the  financial  statements.  Further,  projection  of 
any  evaluation  of  internal  accounting  control  to  future  periods 
is  subject  to  the  risk  that  the  procedures  may  become  inadequate 
because  of  changes  in  conditions  and  that  the  degree  of 
compliance  with  the  procedures  may  deteriorate. 
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The  study  and  evaluation  previously  described  was  made 
primarily  for  the  purpose  of  performing  an  audit  in  accordance 
with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  It  would  not 
necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the  system  because  it  was 
based  on  selective  tests  of  accounting  records  and  related  data. 
The  study  and  evaluation  disclosed  several  weaknesses  which  we 
consider  to  be  material. 

DEPOSITS 

Cash  receipts  by" .the  town  clerk,  tax  collector,  and 
treasurer  are  not  deposited  in  bank  accounts  on  a  daily  basis. 
Maintaining  undeposited  cash  on  premises  for  any  period  of  time 
unnecessarily  risks  loss  by  theft  or  accidental  destruction. 

We  recommend  any  individual  responsible  for  collecting  cash 
on  the  Town's  behalf  be  recjuired  to  make  frequent  bank  deposits. 
We  did  note  that  cash  receipts  were  deposited  in  a  timely  manner 
under  State  law. 

CASH  ACCOUNTS 

During  1987,  the  town  clerk  and  tax  collector  had  sole 
control  over  individual  bank  accounts.  Proper  internal  control 
requires  that  town  clerk  and  tax  collector  receipts  be  deposited 
directly  to  the  Town's  general  cash  account.  Although  we  noted 
the  town  clerk's  cash  account  was  closed  during  1988,  the  tax 
collector  is  still  in  possession  of  a  bank  account  which  is  used 
for  depositing  redeemed  taxes  and  writing  checks  to  the  tax 
buyers . 

We  urge  that  such  cash  account  be  turned  over  to  the 
treasurer.  The  tax  collector  should  deposit  to  the  account  and 
inform  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  funds  are  due  outside  tax  sale 
purchasers. 

LIBRARY  EXPENDITURES 

We  noted  that  not  all  invoices  supporting  1987  expenditures 
were  available.  For  a  proper  accounting  trail  and  proper 
control,  a  supporting  invoice  for  each  cash  disbursement  should 
be  maintained  in  the  library  files. 
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We  recommend  the  library  implement  procedures  for  cash 
disbursements  to  include  obtaining  a  supporting  invoice, 
authorization  of  invoices  prior  to  payment,  and  an  alphabetical 
filing  system  for  all  invoices. 

VACATION  AND  SICK  TIME 

The  Town  has  no  current  comprehensive  vacation  and  sick 
leave  policy.  Although  a  policy  exists  for  some  employees, 
proper  records  are  not  maintained  for  actual  time  taken.  In  some 
cases  we  noted  the  present  records  indicate  unused  time  being 
carried  forward  which  is  contrary  to  the  particular  agreement. 

We  believe  that  the  Town  should  consider  establishing  a 
complete  policy  for  vacation  and  sick  time.  Such  policy  should 
include  the  number  of  days  per  year  allowed,  whether  or  not  the 
days  allowed  are  dependent  on  time  of  service,  the  employees 
covered,  unused  time  procedures,  and  the  Town's  liability  for 
vacation  and  sick  time  at  employee's  termination. 

While  not  material  weaknesses  in  internal  accounting  control 
the  recommendations  which  follow  were  developed  from  our 
observation  of  the  Town's  operations  and  are  not  the  result  of 
any  special  study. 

PERSONNEL  FILES 

The  federal  government  requires  that  form  1-9  be  completed 
by  every  employee  to  insure  the  prospective  employee  is  a  legal 
resident  of  the  United  States.  Such  forms  were  not  present  in 
personnel  files  for  any  employee  hired  since  the  date  the  law 
was  enacted. 

We  urge  that  the  Town  immediately  comply  with  the  federal 
requirements. 

Employees,   authorized  rate  of  pay  should  be  included  in 

personnel   files.    The  Selectmen  approve  the  rate  of  pay  and 

increases   in  the  rate;  however,  such  authorization  is  difficult 
to  trace  when  needed. 

Our  recommendation  is  that  a  photocopy  of  the  minutes  of  the 
meeting  at  which  the  pay  rates  are  approved  be  included  in  the 
related  employee  file. 
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CEMETERY  FUND  CASH  ACCOUNTS 

The  cemetery  fund  has  a  pooled  certificate  of  deposit 
account  and  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  are  unable  to  deposit  to 
the  account  as  new  lots  are  purchased.  Receipts  are  deposited  by 
establishing  a  new  savings  account  for  each  new  lot  sold.  As  the 
aggregate  of  the  accounts  equal  $500,  the  passbooks  are  canceled 
and  money  transferred  to  the  certificate  of  deposit. 

We  recommend  that  the  trustees  establish  one  account  to 
deposit  all  new  lot  income  while  accumulating  sufficient  funds  to 
transfer  to  the  certificate  of  deposit.  A  minimum  balance  should 
be  left  in  the  account  to  avoid  it  being  canceled  since  it  would 
be  used  on  a  continuous  basis. 

CASH  MAINTENANCE 

While  reviewing  the  cash  accounts,  we  noted  some  checks  had 
been  back-dated.  In  one  case  a  check  representing  a  transfer 
from  one  cash  account  to  the  other  had  been  included  in  the 
outstanding  check  list  at  month  end  as  $1,000  when  actually  the 
check  was  written  after  the  end  of  the  month  for  $70,000. 

For  proper  accounting  records  and  supporting  documents,  we 
recommend  checks  be  dated  when  written  and  included  as 
outstanding  only  when  they  are  truly  outstanding. 

A  letter  of  this  type  is  critical  in  nature  as  it 
concentrates  on  identified  problem  areas.  We  observed  many 
examples  of  sound  business  practice  during  our  work.  We  wish  to 
thank  Town  Officials  at  all  levels  for  their  cooperation  during 
the  course  of  our  audit  work.

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STEPHENSON  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

Every  month  in  1988/  the  circulation  of  books  at  the  library  has 
increased;  thereby,  totaling  1/200  more  books  being  taken  out  than 
last  year.   In  January,  the  trustees  voted  to  open  the  library  for 
22  hours  per  week.  This  may  have  contributed  somewhat  to  these 
figures.  Library  cards  have  been  distributed  to  all  school  children 
and  adult  readers  in  order  to  respect  the  Confidentiality  Law.  Julie 
Dierauf  is  the  part-time  assistant/  working  11  hours  per  week.  This 
is  essential  in  meeting  the  Standards  required  by  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Library  for  a  town  of  over  1,000  residents. 

Gifts  to  the  library  this  year  were  a  new  magazine  rack  by  New 
England  Business  Services,  several  children's  books  by  Cobblestone, 
and  the  restoration  of  the  sign  on  the  lawn;  thanks  to  the  Women's 
Club. 

Activities  in  1988/  were  well  attended  by  enthusiastic  audiences. 
During  National  Library  Week  in  April/  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Warren  Johnson 
from  the  Grand  Monadnock  Arts  Council  entertained  with  their  English 
Hand  Bells.  Children's  Literature  was  the  theme  of  the  Oak  Pari: 
Festival  Parade/  and  the  library  won  third  prize  with  their  "  Alice 
in  Wonderland"  Float.  A  book  sale  at  the  Festival  earned  $100. /which 
allowed  Velma  Stone,  the  librarian, to  purchase  more  books  than  the 
budget  allowed.  The  children's  summer  reading  program  culminated 
with  the  annual  visit  of  the  Little  Red  Wagon,  the  U.N.H.  traveling 
children's  theatre.  At  the  Christmas  Party  the  "Nutcracker  Suite" 
was  shown  on  the  VCR. 

Several  tapes  have  been  added  to  the  collection,  including  four  of 
"America's  Achievements  in  Space."  These  are  available  for  loan  as 
well  as  many  of  the  best  sellers  and  popular  books  in  other  cate- 
gories .

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

A  subcommittee  of  the  Commission  has  been  working  for  much  of  the 
year  assembling  much  of  the  material  necessary  for  a  Water  Resource 
Protection  Plan.  With  help  from  RCAP,  a  federal  agency/  we  have 
assembled  all  of  the  maps  except  the  aquifers/  of  which  there  are 
three.  This  past  siatimer  a  U.S.  geological  survey  team  did  seismic 
refraction  studies  on  the  aquifer  near  the  intersection  of  Russell 
Station  Road  and  route  31.  When  the  Data  from  this  and  the  remain- 
ing two  are  complete  we  will  be  able  to  formulate  a  Water  Resource 
Protection  Plan  that  will  meet  the  Office  of  State  Planning  standards. 
After  completion  and  OSP  review,  this  plan  will  be  presented  to  the 
Town  for  approval  and  adoption.  This  effort  will  be  in  partial  ful- 
fillment of  the  Future  Land  Use  section  of  the  Master  Plan. 

The  Conservation  Commission  and  the  Greenfield  Sportman's  Club  have 
organized  the  Town  Forest  Committee  as  mandated  by  the  Town  at  our 
last  Town  Meeting.  A  State  forester  has  conducted  an  on-site  inspec- 
tion and  offered  several  recommendations.  Our  two  organizations 
are  also  planning  a  cooperative  effort  to  clean  the  area  and  estat)- 
lish  trails  linking  the  Town  Forest  with  the  Fleck  Conservation 
Area  to  permit  access  to  the  beaver  pond  teeming  with  wildlife  in- 
cluding a  family  of  otters. 

Our  on-going  day-to-day  efforts  were  centered  around  our  cooperative 
with  the  N.H.  Wetlands  Board  in  the  administration  of  the  Wetlands 
Act;  there  has  also  been  correspondence  with  the  N.H.  Water  Resources 
Board  and  Attorney  General  and  the  U.S.  Army  Engineer  Corps.  From 
time  to  time/  we  have  also  provided  assistance  to  the  ZBA  when  called 
upon. 

As  a  part  of  our  commitment  to  conserve  the  natural/  aesthetic  values 
of  our  town/  we  have  provided  representation  to  the  Scenic  Road 
Committee.  We  look  upon  this  work  also  as  an  extension  of  the  man- 
date of  the  Master  Plan. 

The  Master  Plan  as  developed  by  the  Planning  Board  and  adopted  by 
the  Town  states  as  one  objective  for  future  land  use  "Preserve  and 
protect  all  water  sources  and  supplies."  It  did  not  seem/  to  the 
Conservation  Committee/  that  Amendent  6  on  last  year's  town  meeting 
warrant  fulfilled  the  intent  of  the  Master  Plan  in  this  respect.  We 
have/  therefore/  petitioned  the  Planning  Board  to  place  on  the 
Warrant  that/  if  passed/  will  repeal  Amendment  6  of  the  1988  Town 
Meeting  Warrant.  We  hope  the  voters  will  give  serious  thought  to  the 
long  term  effects  of  our  vote  of  last  year;  replacing  a  failed  septic 
system  with  another  one  of  "like  kind"  could  very  well  perpetuate  a 
threat  to  the  ground  of  surface  water  in  the  vicinity.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1987  and  June  1988/  we  experienced  more 
fires  than  normal.   The  three  leading  causes  of  forest 
fires  were  again  children,  fires  kindled  without  written 
permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  debris  burning. 
All  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with 
forest  fire  prevention.   Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden 
for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the 
responsibility  of  State  Forestry  officials.   Our  state 
has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations;  however,  your 
assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state 
timber  harvest  law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest 
Fire  Warden,  Concord  Forest  Protection  Headquarters  at 
(603)  271-2217,  or  local  Forest  Ranger. 

On  January  1,  1989,  the  Deceptive  Forestry  Business 
Practices  Law  (RSA  224:54)  goes  into  effect.   This  law, 
in  summary,  states  that  a  person  is  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor if/  in  the  course  of  buying  or  selling  a  forest 
product,  uses  a  false  weight  of  measure  for  falsely 
determining  any  quality  or  quantity  of  a  forest  product. 
For  more  information,  contact  one  of  the  persons  mention- 
ed above.

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PLANNING  BOARD 

In  the  latter  part  of  1987,  the  Southwest  Regional  Planning 
Conmission,  at  the  Planning  Board's  request,  reviewed  Greenfield's 
planning  regulations  and  ordinances.  In  1988,  the  Board  concen- 
trated on  implementing  the  recotimendations  of  that  study. 

At  the  March  Town  Meeting,  voters  approved  five  amendments  to 
the  Zoning  Ordinance.  Four  were  administrative  changes,  the  fifth 
provided  for  backlot  development.  In  April  the  Planning  Board, 
after  a  public  hearing,  approved  eight  changes  to  the  subdivision 
regulation.  All  were  administrative  changes,  the  most  notable 
being  an  increase  in  subdivision  fees.  After  a  public  hearing  in 
August,  the  Board  voted  to  adopt  a  new  site  plan  review  regulation 
which  was  more  conprehensive  than  the  old  regulation.  As  1988 
drew  to  a  close,  the  Board  was  starting  work  on  a  capital  improve- 
ment plan. 

During  the  year,  the  Board  considered  nine  subdivision  proposals 
totaling  36  lots.  Of  the  nine  proposals,  seven  were  approved.  One 
proposal  (5  lots)  was  continued  into  1989  and  the  remaining  proposal 
(15  lots)  was  denied.  The  Board  reviewed  two  site  plan  applications, 
one  of  which  was  approved.  One  application  for  an  excavation 
permit  was  received  and  approved.

Anyone  who  has  read  a  newspaper  this  past  year  couldn't  help  but 
realize  the  seriousness  of  the  solid  waste  crisis  this  country  is 
facing.  Those  of  you  who  use  the  Recycling  Center  can  feel  especial- 
ly good  about  participating  in  one  of  the  solutions  to  this  crisis. 

As  1988  comes  to  a  close/  so  has  another  successful  year  of  recycling. 
The  expanded  plastics  recycling  program  at  the  center  has  kept  un- 
necessary plastics  out  of  the  incinerable  waste  stream.  The  new 
steel  can  program  netted  the  center  $224.  Although  this  seems  like 
a  small  amount  for  your  efforts/  this  is  the  first  time  in  many  years 
we  have  not  paid  countless  dollars  to  dispose  of  steel  cans.  Land- 
filling  cans  could  have  cost  as  much  as  $3/600. 

The  Recycling  Center  earned  $41,000  in  1988  through  sale  of  recycl- 
ables  and  other  income.  An  award  for  "Best  Drop-off  Recycling  Cen- 
ter" was  presented  to  the  center  by  the  NHRRA  at  their  annual  meeting 
in  November.  Renewal  contracts  with  the  five  other  participating 
towns  are  due  in  1989. 

The  Recycling  Center  staff  would  like  to  thank  everyone  who  uses  the 
Center.  Only  through  your  participation  efforts  are  we  able  to 
share  the  progress  achieved  in  facing  a  difficult  national  problem. 
We  look  forward  to  1989  with  promise  and  your  continuing  support.
